Crimes  motivated  by  mate-rial  desires  are  by  far  the  most 
numerous  followed  by  crimes  resulting  from  loss  of  spirit,  as  veil 
as  crimes  committed  against  superiors  and  inhabitants  and  murderous 
offences,  while  crimes  induced  by  sexual  desires  and  acts  of  . 
vlolenco  are  very  few.  As  to  the  special  features  of  each  army 
this  much  is  observed,  that  crimes  induced  by  material  dosiros- 
and  crimes  Induced  by  domorallzatlon  arc  mostly  committed  in  the 
forces  at  homo,  in  the  ICv/antung  army  and  the  forces  in  the  South, 
while  in  the  army  in  Qiina  crimes  against  inhabitants  come  nuxt 
to  those  motivated  by  material  desire.  In  the  army  in  the  South¬ 
east  area,  crimes  agaln.st  superiors  come  after  crimes  in¬ 
stigated  by  material  dosiros.  Tho  frequency  of  crimes  motivated 
by  material  desires  warn  us  of  tho  necessity  of  attaining  the 
true  aim  of  xmifying  clvillaxis  and  soldiers,  and  of  elanting  self- 
restraint  and  self-criticism  in  tho  hearts  of  soldiers  as  v/ell 
as  civilians  attached  to  the  arny  for  they  must  bo  the  models  of 
the  oeojlo  in  this  critical  stage  of  tho  war.  Further,  because 
of  tho  fact  that  offences  against  superiors  aro  often  soon  in  tho 
army  in  the  South,  it  la  necessary  in  the  prvxsont  situation  of 
the  war  to  maintain  esuoclally  strict  decipllno. 

In  classifying  orir.os  according  to  tho  various  rank's,  they 
will  be  soon  to  follow  tho  following  pattern

•  froquoncy;  among  non-commlsslonod  offlcors  crimes  against  inhabi¬ 
tants  aro  second;  and  among  co>-Lmon  'aoldlors  and  civilians  attached 
to  tho  army  crimes  induced  by  demoralization  aro  found  to  como
